W a sh in g to n , December 20th.—Senator 
Stanford will deliver a speech after the 
holidays upon the bill introduced in the 
Senate by him , to encourage co-operation 
among the working people. The bill is 
based upon the declaration that the right 
of association for any lawful purpose is a 
national right. It. provides elaborate m a­ 
chinery for the form ation of associations 
and corporations of individuals, with or 
without capital, to do business for m utual 
benefit and profit. Stanford holds that 
twelve sewing-girls w ithout the slightest 
capital, save health, skill and industry, 
have the same right to form an association 
to carry on the business of dressmaking 
that twelve m illionaires have Io form a 
company lor the prosecution of niami ac- 
tu rin g o r industrial enterprises. The Sen­ 
ator’s bill is so drawn as to give to labor 
engaged co-operatively the same protection 
all'orded capital organized under the cor­ 
porate laws of the several States. The 
principle underlying the bill is that matt 
cannot exist without co-operation with his 
fellows in some form.

A W ife T ells o f a M urder C om m itted by 
H er Iltiskiind. 


R ic h m o n d (Va ). December ¿Oth.—Some 
m onths ago Richard Shinnick, keeper of a 
barroom 
patronized 
promiscuously by 
whites and blacks, sold out his business 
and left for the West, leaving his wife be­ 
hind. 
Last Saturday Mrs. Shinnick, who 
has been ill with consumption, compli­ 
cated with other diseases, finding her end 
fast approaching, made an ante-mortem 
statement, giving the details of a m urder 
perpetrated by her husband over a year 
ago. 
Shinnick lived over the barroom, 
and his wile was frequently called upon to 
assist him . 
She says that ons night last 
fail, between 11 and 12 o’clock, she hap­ 
pened to enter the bar by the back door, 
when she saw her husband, who was in 
front ot the bar counter, strike and knock 
down a white m an with a pair of brass 
knuckles; 
that he turned, and, seeing 
her, 
ordered 
her 
to 
go 
up 
stairs, 
which she did. 
She 
could not rest, 
however, and 
creeping 
down 
again, 
she peeped into the room, when she was 
horrified by seeing her husband drag the 
m an's body behind the counter, rob it of a 
roll of money, raise the trap at the end of 
the bar, and push the body into an old well 
under the Úoor. Upon this information 
the police to-day went to work to find the 
remains by pulling up the floor and dig­ 
ging for the hidden well, but have as yet 
made no discovery. The whole p'ace, 
however, will be th ro u g h ly overhauled. 
Last fall two State officials—J. M. Carroll, 
City Treasurer of Staunton, and W. H. 
Crawford. Clerk of lllaml county—left their 
homes for Richmond, since which time 
neither of them has ever been heard from, 
and the belief is strongly prevalent that 
one of these was Shinnick s victim. His 
wife's description ot the murdered man in 
some respects agrees with the appearance 
of both, but more so in regard to Craw­ 
ford. TheCincinnati authorities have been 
telegraphed to arrest Shinnick, if he can be 
found.

Sam Starr was charged with robbing the 
U nited States mail, and while here he sur­ 
rendered him self to the authorities, but 
when able to travel Starr returned to the 
Nation.

demanded 
pay for the horse he killed, when Forman 
drew bis pistol and tired, shooting Starr 
through the heart.

SHOP GIRLS AND SEATS. 
The campaign against employers who 
refuse shopgirls seats in the stores has been 
opened anew. It attracted much attention 
a few years ago at the East, and enlisted 
the sympathies of most humanitarians. 
Now that it is renewed, all the old battle 
is being fought over again. In New York 
it is the law of the State that, “it shall 
be the duty of all employers of females in 
any mercantile or manufacturing business 
or occupation to provide and maintain suit­ 
able seats for the use of such female em­ 
ployes, and to permit the use of such seats 
by such employes to such an extent as 
may be reasonable for the preservation of 
their health,” and violation of the law is 
made a misdemeanor. The eflbrt is now 
being made to engraft the provision upon 
the statute law of other States—Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and one or two more, and 
lienee the renewed agitation. Physicians 
assert that the law is in the interest of the 
public health, in the sense that the better 
all women are physically, the better the 
community. For, hour after hour upon the 
feet on a hard floor, with no change to a 
sitting posture, will break down weak 
women and snperiuduce complaints that 
are life-long, and these ills will be per­ 
petuated in the race. There is another 
side, however, to the question, but it is 
the coldly commercial one, and has no 
more feeling in it than quickens a turnip. 
The employers who resist the bit of pater 
nalism exemplified in the law, say that 
seats related to counters mean loss of time 
and money to the business; that no one 
can gauge the time of rest to be allowed; 
that business is hindered by their use, fur 
that the seats behind counters are simply 
nuisances, preventing rapidity of move­ 
ment and therefore delaying business. Fi 
nally, they reply, if women who take 
places in shops are unequal to the 
filling of male clerks’ places, let them 
retire. But evidently the shop-girls and 
their friends have the best of the argu­ 
ment. Thus, in one response, they point 
out that hinged seats to fold out of the way 
are easy of adjustment to counters; that 
floor-walkers can easily prevent “ loafing,” 
and finally that rest better qualifies, for 
the weary saleswomen are uneconomic 
employes for any establishment. The local 
interest is found in the fact that the move­ 
ment among thoshop-girls is rumored to 
take the form of bills in their interest be­ 
fore our own Legislature aud among those 
of other States of the Union. 
IT SHOULD CONVINCE. 
The San Francisco Gill of the 20th, in 
speaking of the lessons of (he late Citrus 
Fair at Sacramento, says that one reflec­ 
tion in that connection is a very pleasing 
one; 
It is, that In the range aud variety of the ex­ 
hibits of temperate, semi-tropical and tropical 
produets taken—at least, all of the trull and nuts 
—from trees growing and bearing, unprotected 
and unsheltered, in the open air in the middle 
of December—the dead of the Eastem winter; 
gathered Irom mountain side, from foothill and 
from valley in a stretch of country' extending 
north and smith for WO miles, the highest poiDt 
being about the latitude of New York City, a 
latitude which anyw here else is marked at this 
season of the year by snow and ice. cold weather 
and trees barren ot leaves, to say nothing of any 
kind or deser ption of fruit—we'say that m these 
respect*, if in no others, this State of California 
is matchless, cannot be rivaled by any State in 
the Union or any country on the earth. This 
statement is fully justified when one pauses to 
consider that the following products were ex­ 
hibited ut me fair: Oraugvs, lemons, limes, 
olives, dates, figs. persimmons, strawberries, 
prunes, pomegranates, quinces, grapes, apples, 
s, almonas, licorice root, walnuts, chcst- 
pcars, 
nuts, cotton, tobacco, raisins, ,____ 
pears, peaches, plums, nectarines, apricots and 
blackberries; olive oil. wine, brandy, and 
so on. 
The reflection will lie more than a 
pleasing one when the fact shall take hold 
upon the Eastern mind that there is not 
of necessity to be associated with the 
word “northern” 
the rigor of the 
Arctic or the chill of the frozen regions 
of the East. That is, California will 
be very much advance ! when we have 


the strikers. 
Whatever cause of - 
plaint they may have they do not own the j 
public streets, nor have they a franchise to 
intimidate men in the prosecution of law­ 
ful business, or citizens in the distribution 
of their patronage. The country has had 
enough and too much of that sort of thing, 
and the sooner there is an utter end of at­ 
tempts in that direction the better for 
those who are disposed to adopt brow­ 
beating and dbercive methods, The work­ 
ingmen cannot more injure any cause of 
labor they would promote than to attempt 
to force the American people to their way 
of thinking. The speediest of all methods 
to remove public sympathy afar off, is to 
endeavor to coerce it, and by force and 
menace to command it. 


W e are constrained by the conservatism 
of the expression, to quote from an edi­ 
torial in the San Francisco Chronicle 
on the recent Citrus Fair the para­ 
graph is given below, eminently sound 
and timely, and precisely in line with the 
uniform expression of the R ecord-U nion. 
It is conservative, unselfish and unpre­ 
judiced expression such as this that will 
aid in formulating public opinion properly, 
and directing public action in right chan­ 
nels. We of the north have no jealousies 
of the south. Such sentiment has never 
been entertained here. Misrepresentation 
has had no place or part in northern 
California immigration missionary worki 
and no citizen of our section whose opinion 
is worth considering entertains any other 
feeling than one of gratification that our 
brethren of the south have won as they 
have deserved. 
The Chronicle says; 
“There are one or two lessons which are 
taught by this exhibition which it would 
be well to impress upon the minds of all. 
One of these is that the cold logic of facts 
is the most convincing argument, and be­ 
fore such facts as these ignorant misrepre­ 
sentation is completely conquered. The 
primary object of the Sacramento fair is 
the inducement of immigration into the 
section making the display.

Í NATIVE RAISINS FOR CHRISTMAS. 
The California Dried Fruit Is Successfully 
Com peting with the Spanish. 
Grocers in New York have been much 
surprised this season by the remarkable 
inroad which has been made by the Cali­ 
fornia raisins into the trade of imported 
dried fruit. At Christmas time there is 
always an increased demand for this class 
of groceries. Heretofore it has been neces­ 
sary to depend upon importations for some 
of the materials required in making the 
customary Christmas or plum pudding. 
This is no longer a necessity, as this coun­ 
try cannot only supply the flour and eggs, 
but also the fruit. When California first 
produced a surplus of grapes, the thought 
of the cultivators naturally turned to the 
making of wine as a means of the disposal 
in a profitable way of the superabundant 
harvest. As time wore on and the produc­ 
tion increased, while the making of wine 
failed to utilize all the extra crop, attention 
was£iven to the drying of the fruit, bet­ 
ter known by the designation of the 
curing of raisins. For a long while this 
new source of American industry failed to 
realize the desired result. The art of cur­ 
ing raisins for the general market was in 


HOLIDAY GOODS. 
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T h e desire of the German Chancellor 
to arm the empire anew has been defeated, 
in good part by the report of the com 
mittee of the German Parliament to 
which the proposition of the Minister of 
War was submitted. The committee do 
not wholly refuse the advice of the Gov­ 
ernment, but cut down its army estimates 
very materially, and fix the numerical 
standard of the army at a figure below 
Bismarck’s. The committee yields so far 
as to consent to thirty new regiments, but 
the War Department asked for fifty. The 
rebuke is not one of severity, for it is not 
yet indorsed by the Reichstag, but still is 
a refusal and Bismarck will construe it as 
nothing less. But that he will attain the 
end at which he aims can scarcely be 
doubted. There is more reason now than 
ever to expect him to bring upon the em­ 
pire the menace of war, and under that 
spur the legislative body will respond to 
his demand, or, refusing, will go to the wall 
by dissolution, and before the people with 
the threat of France putting her armor on, 
the King-maker will meet little difficulty 
in upsetting the Liberals. 


T h e Los Angeles Express says: “ We 
have had as yet no satisfactory evidence 
that any considerable quantity of oranges 
can I>e produced in the northern part of 
the State.” What a pity that some mis­ 
sionary did not pass the contribution box 
to pay the cost of transportation of some 
one of the staff of the Express to the Sac­ 
ramento Citrus Fair. There are some 
who are so blind they will not see. This 
same Express adds to its article these 
words, which will create more of amuse­ 
ment than of anger: “ The chief trouble 
about raising oranges in the northern part 
of the State is, however, the heavy frosts 
that kill the trees there every few years.” 
Will the Express furnish a hill of particu­ 
lars and name the places where trees have 
been killed by frost, and a few of the 
“ everv few vears?” 


London Truth nominates the grandson 
of Queen Victoria, the infant of Princess 
Beatrice, for the vacant throne of Bul­ 
garia.

WISE ACTION. 
The strikers in San Francisco wisely 
took the advice of the Chief of Police and 
abandoned their parade on Sunday. It had 
been announced to take place upon the 


its infancy, and had not been perfected. 
Despite all efforts, the product did not 
equal in any way that of Spain, either in 
beauty or quality. Consequently there was 
very little demand for native fruit. Even 
in the State where the grapes were grown 
there was no market for the native raisins, 
much less in those cities along the Atlantic 
seaboard into which the foreign fruit was 
brought. Time and experience have, how­ 
ever, taught the cultivators of the Califor­ 
nia vinayards, aud those associated with 
them, wherein they were lacking. Great 
improvements have been the result. So 
advanced have they become in the art of 
curing raisins that this season they have 
been enabled to introduce in the New York 
markets native raisins which are claimed 
to be not only equal to the ordinary class 
of goods imported from Spain, but seem 
superior. 
In many districts of the United States 
the Californian raisin is said to be preferred 
to the Spanish Malaga fruit. This is not 
on account of a cheaper price, for the na­ 
tive product rates as high in the market as 
the imported. In point of fact the price of 
the former is graded by that of the latter. 
No attempt is made here to undersell the 
market rate. The dealers say there is no 
necessity for so doing, as the native fruit 
will maintain its own position by its beauty 
and quality. Yet despite this fact the 
wholesale dealers here in this new class of 
Californian fruit assert that the sales of 
both the native and foreign raisin run 
about equal; that they sell box for box 
with each other at the same price. Cer­ 
tain classes of the larger Muscatel raisius, 
in bunches, brought Irom California dur­ 
ing the present season exhibit as pretty 
an appearance as any imported from 
Spain. Without the ornamental pack­ 
ing to set them off they are gener­ 
ally quite as attractive to purchasers of 
choice fruit. It is true that many give 
preference to the Spanish, because it is for 
eign, while others think there is yet some­ 
thing lacking toward a perfection in the 
curing of the American. They consider the 
native raisin is not so lasting as the im­ 
ported. Even those grocers who raise this 
objection admit that it will only be a short 
time when this difficulty will be overcome. 
Then all obstacles to the California raisin 
commanding the American market will be 
removed. The strides which have been 
made during the past two years in the pro­ 
duction of this class of dried fruit are uni­ 
versally admitted. As the time and cost of 
transportation have been greatly reduced, 
there seems to be scarcely any reason 
why the native raisin cannot, in the 
not far distant future, be laid down 
in this market fresher, cheaper and 
better than those of Europe. Should 
this prove to be the case, it will afford an­ 
other opportunity for increasing the pro­ 
ductions of the soil, advancing American 
industry, and making the country more in­ 
dependent of the Old World in the matter 
of food supply. Some of the dealers in the 
California raisin believe that the time is 
not very remote when the exportation of 
the American dried fruit will be as large as 
the importations now are. This, they 
think, will be especially the case when the 
quality of the American raisin becomes 
more generally known. They point to the 
great export trgde which is now being car­ 
ried on in American leather—the result of 
an experiment to get rid of an overproduc­ 
tion—as an example of what may be ac 
complished in other products. They also 
predict that it will not be long before the 
United States will rank with any country 
in the world in the matter of exportations, 
instead of being, as formerly, dependent on 
foreign countries for its supplies.—N. 1'.

INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE BILL. 
Senator Stanford Believes it Injurious to 
Pacific Coast Interests. 
[By Telegraph to the Record-Union. i 
Chicago,December 20th—The Washing­ 
ton correspondent of a morning journal 
telegraphs an interview 
with 
Sen­ 
ator Stanford on the pending interstate 
commerce bill. The Senator said : “ It 
will have an injurious effect on the Pacific 
coast. What the merchants of the Pacific 
slope want, like merchants in all other por­ 
tions of the country, is regularity of freight 
rates on most of the merchandise in wtfich 
he deals. The difference of $2 or $3 a ton 
in freights has no direct effect upon the 
prices of manufactured articles. The re­ 
daction of $5 a ton, for instance, would 
make a difference of only about one-fifth 
of one per cent, in the selling price per 
pound of goods, which any merchant 
knows his customer will not take into con­ 
sideration. It is too small to be percepti­ 
ble, and every merchant, whether he buys 
.his goods in May or September, stands on 
the same basis, so far as freights are con­ 
cerned. But the fluctuations of freights 
disturb trade and cause the loss of profits 
to shippers, who have not had the advan­ 
tages of the lowest figures. 
RAILROAD MANAGERS ARE NOT ENEMIES OF 
THE PUBLIC, 
As demagogues would have the people 
believe, but are studying all the time to 
discover liow they can best serve their cus­ 
tomers as well as themselves, and long 
experience has shown that the present sys­ 
tem o£ pooling is the best method of secur­ 
ing regularity of rates that has ever been 
adopted. The long-and-short haul pro­ 
visions of the bill will prohibit railroads 
from doing a wholesale business, and ship­ 
pers at competing points will have the 
advantage of competition. Take a farmer, 
for example, who lias his crop to ship to 
market. If he lives four miles from one 
road and eight miles from auother, he wiil 
haul his produce the longer distance if the 
railroad there will carry it at less than half 
the price that will be charged by tbe road 
that is nearer. Under the bill the road will 
be compelled to charged him a proportion­ 
ate rate for the longer distances. The road 
will not suffer, but the producer and con­ 
sumer will; for one gets less for his pro­ 
duct and the latter will be compelled to 
pay more. If tbe investment of money in 
railroads is legitimate, men who are en­ 
gaged in railroads should be allowed to 
control their property, just as much as if 
they had invested it in a whisky mill 
instead.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


TH E CITRUS FAIR A T CHICAGO. 


Arrangements are now about completed 
to forward the Citrus Fair exhibits to Chi­ 
cago, and the first load will leave, attached 
to the overland train, to-night. Every one 
in Central and Northern California is in­ 
terested in the success of the forthcoming 
exhibition to be held in Chicago. We de­ 
sire that not only a good quality of our 
citrus fruits shall be placed before our East­ 
ern people, but that the extent of the dis­ 
play shall be creditable to us. Quite a 
large amount of the fruit that was ex- 
hibitsd here last week cannot be for­ 
warded. Some has become too ripe, and 
much was carried away. The Directors of 
the Citrus Fair Association, and those who 
are to have charge of the. exhibition in 
Chicago, feel that there should be large ad­ 
ditions. Dispatches were yesterday sent to 
leading points in Placer, Yuba, Butte and 
other localities, asking that fresh supplies be 
donated and forwarded immediately to 
the Association in this city, so that it may 
be packed and sent with that already on 
hand. There should be no hesitancy upon 
the part of our people in supplying the 
fullest demands for the occasion. 
Sacra­ 
mento alone can forward, and not feel it, 
an entire carload of excellent citrus fruits 
to-day, and that is as much as is now re­ 
quired. The Capital City has well-earned 
the reputation of doing well its part on all 
occasions—let it come to the front now. 
Those who have oranges, lemons, etc., are 
earnestly requested by the Directors of the 
Association to send such samples as they 
can spare, to the Citrus Fair building on J 
street to-day or to-morrow. 
Clusters of 
fruit are very desirable, and also palm and 
other tropical leaves, orange foliage, etc. 
W ill each one having citrus fruits or foli­ 
age, personally respond to the request? 
Parties living away from Sacramento are 
also requested to send in contributions, and 
if received on Wednesday, will be in time. 
All boxes should be sent to Citrus Fair 
Association, Sacramento. 


B oard o f City Trustees. 
The Board met yesterday, all the mem­ 
bers present. Minutesot last meeting 
.id 
and approved. 
The report of H . C. Wolf, Chief Engineer 
of the Water Works, for the week ending 
December 19tb, showing that 18,158,000 
gallons of water had been pumped, was 
read and filed. 
Ordinance No. 213, granting the right of 
way through the city to the Pacific Postal 
Telegraph and Cable Company, was read 
and passed. It is published officially in 
our advertising columns. 
Proposals for constructing a sewer in the 
alley between K and L, Eighth and Ninth 
streets, were opened and read, and the con­ 
tract awarded to William Snarr. 
It was resolved that notice be given that 
it is the intention of the Board to have a 
sewer constructed in the alley between N 
and O streets, from Twelfth to Thirteenth, 
with a flnsh-tank at Twelfth street. Also, 
that the exterior boundaries of the district 
benefited by said improvement are declared 
to be the south line of N street on the 
north, the north line of O street on the 
south, the west line of Thirteenth street on 
the east and the east line of Twelfth street 
on the west. 
The bond of Henry L. Buckley, as Police 
Judge, was read and ordered on file. 
On motion, the Superintendent of the 
W ater Works was authorized to procure 
3,000 feet of six-inch water pipe. 
W. H. Beatty appeared before the Board 
and made complaint that J. H. Carroll was 
excavating earth r.-orth of the north levee, 
in the vicinity of Twelfth street, from a 
place that is nearer the levee than the law 
allows. Deferred to the Street Commis­ 
sioner, to examine and report. 
City Attorney Hart, to whom had been 
referred the question whether the proposi­ 
tion to levy a tax for immigration aid was 
carried at the late municipal election, sub­ 
mitted a report to the etlect that it was de­ 
feated, as it failed to receive two-thirds of 
the votes cast. He further held that if it 
had received two-thirds of the vetes cast it 
could not have been enforced, if any tax­ 
payer saw proper to fight it, on the ground 
that no revenue, either general or special, 
can be ra sed by a municipal government 
except for governmental purposes. 
The 
object of the tax must be for the necessary 
protection of, or a direct benefit to, the gov­ 
ernment levying it. 
The opinion was read aad filed and the 
Board formally declared the special tax 
proposition defeated. 


R unaw ay A ccident. 
Yesterday about noon, while A. Gonnet 
and S. Mouthon were driving in the vicin­ 
ity of Sixth and M streets, their horse be­ 
came frightened and ran away, passing up 
Sixth street. The occupants of the vehicle 
did their best but were unable to control 
him . 
Turning in H street the wagon was 
upset and the men were thrown violently 
to the ground. Just then a farm wagon, in 
which a Chinaman was driving, came 
down the street, and before the Chinaman 
could stop his horses the wagon ran over 
Mouthon s body. Mr. Gonnet suffered a 
bad scalp cut, an injury to his spine and 
severe bruises. His companion s back was 
so badly hurt that he suffered violent pain, 
necessitating the hypodermic injection of 
morphine. 
They were both conveyed to 
Mr. Gonnet’s residence, Second and L 
street, and the physician in attendance con­ 
siders them seriously hurt.

WHAT NEXT? 


A M urderous Rape F iend A sking top 
P ardon—The Facts of the Case. 
There are cases when the pardoning 
power of the Chief Executive is used, and 
the ends of justice not defeated thereby. 
To err is human, and sometimes courts 
and juries make mistakes and in rare 
cases the innocent are made to suffer for 
the crimes of others. Again, occasionally 
the sentences are severe in proportion to 
the enormity of the crime committed. 
People too willingly sign their names 
to petitions for pardons, often lending their 
signatures when they are ignorant of the 
facts in the case, and occasionally the niost 
accomplished villain is aided by the signa­ 
tures of leading citizens, obtained some­ 
times by friends, at others by political in­ 
fluences, but oftener by paid attorneys. No 
matter how great the crim e; no matter 
how flagrant the violation of the law, or 
the extent to which society has been out­ 
raged, there is no convict but what can 
through some of these channels find a 
champion, who will present his case in as 
favorable a light as possible, often by 
a m isrep resen tation o f facts, 
And criminals are set free when but a 
short portion of their just sentence has 
been served. There is a case before the 
State Board Qf Prison Directors at this 
time, that has caused considerable com­ 
ment, and the outcome of which will be 
watched with deep interest. Although the 
crime was committed over three years ago, 
in the “wicked city” of San Francisco, it is 
still fresh in the minds of the people of the 
enlire State. Briefly stated the case was as 
follows: 
Mrs. Wagner, an aged lady of feehle 
health, was employed as a domestic in the 
family of an Oakland capitalist. She was 
a widow lady, and her little children were 
in the Mount St. Joseph Orphan Asylum, 
San Francisco. One afternoon she went 
over to San Francisco to visit her children. 
Returning she took the South San Fran­ 
cisco cars to Fourth and Townsend streets. 
.•On arriving there after dark she asked some 
parties standing in front of a saloon to di­ 
rect her to a car that would take hér to the 
Oakland ferry. One of the men offered to 
show her the car, but took her in the 
wrong direction and attempted to outrage 
her 
ON A SAND LOT NEAR BY. 
Her screams caused him to desist, and 
fearing arrest, he fled. She then made her 
way to a saloon near the sand lot, and 
asked for an officer to assist her in getting 
to the Oakland Ferry, being excited, bewil­ 
dered and exhausted. The saloon propri­ 
etor sent out two young men to assist the 
poor woman in getting on the proper street 
car line. They also took her in the wrong 
direction, and were joined by the first 
party. The woman was thrown into a 
sand lot, and most brutally outraged by all 
three villains. She died shortly afterwards 
from the effects of the treatment received. 
The three men werearrested. One of them 
escaped because he could not be identified. 
The other two were sentenced as follows : 
“ Fat Jack ” Kiley, fifty years in San Quen­ 
tin, and Charles H. Josselvn forty years in 
the same prison. The Judge, in passing 
the severe sentences, stated from the bench 
that the two men, instead of being impris­ 
oned, ought to be executed, and in this ex­ 
pression he voiced the sentiment of every 
one who was acquainted with the facts in 
the case. The men have been 
IN PRISON JUST THREE YEARS 
And two months, and now there is a long 
petition asking for the pardon of Josselyn, 
upon the grounds that the woman was 
drunk. A brother of the deceased woman, 
Thomas Skerrett, of San Francisco, called 
to see Governor Stoneman yesterday re­ 
garding the matter, and will do all in his 
power to defeat the issuing of the pardon. 
He has affidavits from the Sisters who have 
charge of the Orphan Asylum, and which 
she had left some ten minutes before the 
outrage was committed, which completely 
explodes the assertion that Mrs. Wagner 
was intoxicated in the least. Also, sworn 
statements from those with whom she re­ 
sided, regarding her temperate habits, frail 
body and feeble health. 
Also from phy­ 
sicians, who testify that the injuries re­ 
ceived were the immediate cause of her 
death. 
After listening to Mr. Skerrett, the Gov­ 
ernor informed him that if the matter had 
been brought before the Commissioners it 
had not as yet reached him. He did not 
think they" would for a moment consider 
such an application, and intimated if it 
came before him it would be summarily 
disposed of. 


Claim ed to H ave B een A ccidental. 
Deputy Sheriff Karcher went down the 
Riverside road yesterday afternoon armed 
with a warrant charging James Lewis with 
assault to murder in shooting a Chinaman 
in the face with a rifle, Sunday afternoon, 
as mentioned in our last issue. Not know­ 
ing what sort of a desperado he might have 
to encounter, the officer took with him a 
pair of handcuffs, and otherwise provided 
for emergencies. Proceeding to the home 
of the shooter, he inquiría for him, and 
learned from his father that he was at 
school. This was somewhat surprising, as 
it was supposed that he had got beyond his 
school days. 
Going to the school Mr. 
Lewis called his son out, when Karcher 
bad to smile when he saw before him a 
boy about 12 years of age, attired in 
monkey jacket and knee breeches! A she 
was the person for whom the warrant was 
issued, he was brought to the city, 
and subsequently taken before Justice 
Post, who fixed his bail at $500 and 
set the case for next Friday at 10 
a. m. 
After giving the youth a little 
scaring, intimating that he would have to 
be locked up in jail, his father filed a bail 
bond for him. The boy says that he and 
some others were out shooting birds witli a 
little 22-caliber rifle, which one of his com­ 
panions owned. The owner ot the gun 
had been using it, and, after shooting at a 
bird, went to a house near by to get a 
drink. Previous to going away lie reloaded 
the gun, but young Lewis asserts that he 
did not know that he had done so, and 
supposed that it was unloaded. The China­ 
men coming along, he pointed the rifle at 
one of them, saying, “ John, I shoot you !” 
The Chinaman started to run, and hap­ 
pened to look back just as the trigger was 
pulled and the gun fired. 
I.ewis says he 
was as much astonished and scared as the 
Chinaman when he saw what he had done. 
While this may be the true version of the 
case, it is said that he is not a first-class 
good boy, of the angelic kind that always 
die young in the story books, but is addict­ 
ed to throwing rocks at Chinamen aad 
other one-sided amusements.

M cDonough R ecaptured. 
Sunday evening Sheriff Hale, of Ala­ 
meda conntv, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff McComber, of Folsom, and guards 
Farmer and Anderson, from the State 
Prison, left Folsom in a wagon in pursuit 
of Festus B. McDonough, who, while be­ 
ing taken to the Folsom prison by Deputy 
Sheriff' Wilsey, of Alameda county, last Fri­ 
day morning,‘to serve a term of ten years for 
grand larcenv, jumped from the train near 
Alder creek and escaped. It had been learned 
that he was making his way toward Ama­ 
dor countv, traveling principally at night. 
About daylight yesterday morning a man 
was discovered walking along the road, a 
mile or two this side of Plymouth, and he 
p-oved to be the escape. Recognizing Mc­ 
Comber, he said, “ Well, Mac, I suppose 
you want me?” to which the officer re­ 
plied "T hat's what we are after.” Mc­ 
Donough was in a badly crippled condi­ 
tion having broken three of his ribs when 
he jumped from the train, and the injury 
was such that he could not run nor even 
climb a fence to get out of the way, else he 
probably would not have been caught so 
easily 
He said that he had got one of his 
hands free from the handcuffs before he 
made his escape, and afterwards he got rid 
of the cuffs entirely with the aid of a rock. 
He was brought back by the officers and 
lodged in the prison. McDonough masy 
years ago was a resident of ¡sacramento, 
and kept a saloon on the north side of K 
street, below Fourth. About eighteen years 
ago he and a man named Kelly robbed 
Mike Connellv in the saloon ot about $300 
and a gold w at'h and chain, after first 
stupefying him by dosing him with snuff in 
his beer. 
Officers Karcher and Harvey 
worked the case up, and McDonough got 
sentence of five or six yeare imprisonment 
for grand larceny. Subsequently ne was 
sent for another term from El Dorado 
county.

A dm irably D e­ 
scribed. 
Rev. Dr. Frost delivered a lecture upon 
Yosemite valley, last evening, before the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. Every 
seat in the hall was occupied, and the lec­ 
ture was one of the most pleasing and in­ 
structive that has been delivered before 
that Association. 
Charles M. Campbell 
presided and made a few appropriate re­ 
marks before introducing the speaker of 
the evening. 
The lecture commenced by reading pen 
pictures of the Yosemite valley from a 
number of eminent writers. These were 
perfect gems, upon a subject that admits of 
the widest latitude, as the scenery is beauti­ 
ful beyond description. To the poets the 
grandest lyric, to the artist an immense 
picture gallery, to the preacher a sublime 
sermon. The speaker has wonderful descrip­ 
tive powers, and his word painting was so 
realistic that his audience almost realized 
themselves in the valley, gazing at the ma­ 
jestic wonders which he so admirably and 
entertainingly described, interspersing the 
whole with 9allies of wit and anecdote 
that kept all in the best of humor. He 
visited the valley in July last with a party 
from this city. They went with a camping 
outfit, and the Calaveras Big Tree or Oak 
Flat route, which they traveled, was fully 
described, together with interesting and 
humorous camp scenes. The first thing 
that particularly attracted their attention, 
and what the doctor termed a “ big thing,” 
was the tunnel or roadway through a 
mammoth dead tree, which was some 40 
feet in diameter. This tree, when in its 
prime, must have been all of 400 feet in 
Light, and its roots were sinking deep in 
the earth in the days of Solomon. No 
doubt but what this gigantic father of the 
forest was the largest tree on the face of the 
globe. Next they descended into the val­ 
ley, and his descriptions of their first view 
of the wonderful Bridal Vail Fall, Castle 
Rock, Glacier Point, El Capitan, Nevada 
Falls, Yosemite Falls, the Merced river and 
other points, were grand.

H u g h M cCrum , a m em ber o f a w hole­ 
sale liquor firm on th e corner of P in e and 
M arket streets, m et w ith an accident S u n ­ 
day n ig h t th a t cam e very near resulting 
fatally. 
H e was retu rn in g from th e C lin 
H ouse, of w hich he was form erly proprietor, 
w ith a spirited team , w hich becam e fright- 
eucd, ran aw ay and threw him out.

F or several years h e has suffered 
from "a cancer on the rig h t side of his 
tongue. 
T he abnorm al grow th slow ly ex­ 
tended u n til it involved one-half th e organ, 
reaching from th e roots to nearly th e tip 
od th e right side. 
It not only interfered 
w ith speech, b u t threatened speedily to 
rendersw allow ing im practicable, and death 
from starvation confronted th e victim . D r, 
Robertson 
was 
sum m oned, 
and 
pro 
nounced in favor o f its rem oval by the 
knife, and stated th a t death was a question 
of only a few m o n th s unless it were re­ 
m oved. 
By cutting it out h e did not hope 
to eradicate th e disease, b u t this heroic 
treatm ent held out th e hope o f jjiving the 
patient a new lease of life for a tew years. 
In th e jiresence of Drs. K elly and Baker, of 
A ngels, and Dr. Dozier, of Jackson, the 
operation was successfully perform ed on 
Sunday, D ecem ber 5th. 
“ A fter th e patient 
was com pletely un d er th e influence of 
chloroform ," says the Calaveras Chronicle, 
“ th e doctor first divided th e right side of 
the face, and tied th e a rte rie s; lie then 
placed a hook through th e tip of the tongue 
and a piece of board betw een th e under 
and upper jaw , to be held by an assistant. 
H e then dissected out th e cancerous m ass, 
but in doing so he necessarily opened the 
lingual artery, w hich of course gave rise to 
a great deal of hem orrhage, but he finally 
succeeded in securing the bleeding vessel.” 
Dr. Robertson inform s us th a t th e patient 
is doing well, and th a t all danger from 
secondary hem orrhage m ay be considered 
past.— Amador Ledger.
